Agenda ltem |I: Meeting was called to order by Chairman Steve Lynn at 10:00 am.

Agendaltem I1: Call to the public.

No one from the public indicated a desire to address the Commission at thistime.

Agendaltem I11: Possible Executive Session pursuant to A.R.S. 38-431.03(A)(3) and
A.R.S. 38-431.03(A)(4).

Motion was made, seconded and carried to move into Executive Session for the
purpose of receiving legal counsel pursuant to A.R.S. 38-431.03(A)(3) and A.R.S. 38-
431.03(A)(4).

The Commission recessed Public Session and went into Executive Session from 10:21
until 11:28 a.m. at which time Public Session resumed and a recess was taken.

Agendaltem IV: Presentation by NDC and/or legal counsel, discussion and possible
decision(s) concerning public input received following the 10-14-01 adoption of the final
Congressional and Legidative drafts subject to further action of the Commission.

Dr. Heslop made a presentation to the Commission regarding the public input received by
the Commission, NDC, and gleaned from newspaper sources since 10-14-01.
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Agendaltem V: Presentation by NDC, discussion and possible decision(s) concerning:

A Possible changes to the final Congressional plan for population balancing.
B Possible changes to the final Legidlative plan for neighborhood clean-up;
and

C Possible adjustments to final Legidlative linesto prevent small populations
trapped between Congressional and Legidative lines.

Mr. Johnson made a Power Point presentation to the Commission regarding this agenda
item. He pointed out the Commissioners all had a written document regarding the
changes made pertaining to these items.

In the Congressional plan four trade-offs were made. Mr. Johnson indicated there were
many more changes that had to be made on the L egislative map.

Motion was made, seconded and carried threeto twotoregect the proposed
adjustment by NDC that would place nine Phoenix residentsin with Scottsdale. The
result would leave the nine-per son precinct asis.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to accept the changes recommended by
NDC and modifications recommended by the Commission Congressionally and
Legidatively.

Agendaltem VI: Presentation by legal counsel, discussion and possible decision(s)
concerning additional record of Commission findings.

Ms. Hauser reported that legal counsel reviewed the record and have no recommendation
to make at thistime.

Agenda ltem VII: Presentation, discussion and possible decision(s) concerning
amendment of the Commission’ s budget.

Executive Director Echeveste made a brief report. A written memo was submitted to the
Commissioners. The Executive Director indicated that the budget amendment reflects
the extensive outreach efforts done by the Commission throughout the hearing process
and that essentially the increases are an amendment to NDC'’ s contract, additional
funding for transcription, increased travel for all committees, and increased support from
NDC. The Executive Director requested the Commission approve the amendment so the
Commission can finish off the year and balance.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to approve the amended budget.
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Commissioner Hall pointed out that thus far, of a budget allocation of six million, the
Commission isreturning 4.5 million at this point to the General Fund.

Commissioner Minkoff requested aformat change in the budget to add a column for
expenditures to date.

Motion was amended to include authorization for Commission counsel to
attach the correct Exhibits based on the maps and Exhibitsthe Commission has
approved. Theamended motion was seconded and carried.
